UPPER HAND 


Harold King, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent in Moscow, said last 
night that the German attempt in 
the Kiev bulge to regain some kind 
of initiative had failed. Much heavy 
fighting is expected, he said, but 
there are no doubts that the Red 
Army has got the upper hand. 

Fought to a temporary standstill 
in the Kiev sector, the Germans are 
now concentrating their armoured 
forces round Kirovograd, where fierce 
counter-attacks are being thrown in 
to stem the crucial Russian threat to 
ns Germans’ whole “' bend” defence 
ine. 

Stiffest fighting is going on east of 
the city. 

The Russian Commentator, Colonel 
Karpov, agreeing yesterday that the 
lull in the Kiev bulge might be due 
to regrouping, declared :—*‘‘ What the 
Germans need here is not simply re- 
grouping, but also the speedy 
transfer of large reinforcements. 
Such a pause, however, can be made 
use of by both sides." 

It is now exactly five weeks since 
the Germans began their hig counter- 
blows in thé Kiev bulge, Reuter 
states. 

German Radio said ‘last night that 
some troops which had broken into 
the German lines south-east of 
Kirovograd on Saturday had been 
thrown back, and that north of 
Kirovograd iimportant ground had 
been recaptured by German troops. 


Three Dead by Gas

A family was wiped out in a 
Dublin tenement gas tragedy on 
Saturday, the victims being Leonard 
Falkiner (36), of 17 Gardiner’s 
place; his 29 years old wife, Frances, 
and’ their only child, a boy of 
x years. Neighbours, becoming 
algrmed at the non-appearance of 
the -family, broke in the door of 
heir apartment and found Mrs. 
Falkiner and her son lying dead, 
with Mr. Falkiner unconscious 
nearby. There was a strong smell 
of gas in the room. 

r. Falkiner, who is believed to 
have been working in England, died 
shortly after 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning in Jervis Street Hospital.

It was signed by 
Lord Moran, D. Evan Bedford 
(Brigadier), J. G. Scadding 
(Lt.-Golonel), R. J. V. Pulver- 
taft (Lt.-Colonel), 
Lieutenant-Colonel Scadding, who 
signed the bulletin yesterday tor the 
first time, is an authofity on dis- 
euses of the heart. and lungs. He 
has a Harley street practice, but 
joined up soon after the outbreak of 
war and has been in the Middle 
East for two years in’ charge of a 
medical division. He has also acted 
as medical specialist in diseases of 
the chest to the Middle East forces 
“ Mr. Churchill hag evidently got 
the best hospital people looking 
after him,” a former colleague 
stated yesterday in London. '“' Briga- 
dier Bedford knows all there is to 
know about the heart, and Lien- 
tenant-Colone! Scadding is a first- 
clans man on lung diseases.” 
Commenting on yesterday’s bul- 
etin, a medical authority said :— 
“It is very. satisfactory. Were 
there any cause for anxiety over 
the pulse, it presumably would have 
been again mentioned. Pneumonia, 
however, in a man of Mr. Churchill’s 
age is bound to give rise to very 
considerable anxiety, because it can 
spread suddenly and rapidly. Until 
it is completely ‘cleared away there 
is potential danger present all the 
time. There is extra strain on the

work, too, adversely affects it.” 


SPANISH TRIBUTE 


The Madrid 4.8.€., in a tribute 
to Mr. Churchill, said : ‘‘ Nobody is 
absolutely irreplacable, but Mr. 
Churchill’s prestige its the highest 
among British people, whatever 
their particular tenets. The.British 
are convinced that if Mr. Churchill 
had been Premier since 1933, in- 
stead of Mr. Baldwin or Mr Cham. 
berlain, the course of world policy 
would have been different, and there 
probably would be no war now. 

“Mr. Churchill clamvured for 
"planes and more ‘planes, and, as 
we know, the initia) German and 
Japanese successes were due chiefly 
to the lack of Allied Air Force pre- 
parations. Mr. Churchill was not in 
the least responsible for the old 
negligence and his predictions 
proved correct. 

“* He has given new prestige, both 
to the executive power and the Con- 
servative Party, which has acquired 
new vigour and is showing a deep 
interest in social problems. The 
party is at once national and social, 
and Mr. Churchill symbolises both 
these tendencies. His popularity is 
greater and more justified than that 
of Mr. Lloyd George.”’—(Reuter.)

It is no mere pro- 
paganda that, people are terrified by 
the consequences of a Russian 
victory. Even bombing’. has con- 
tributed to this fear. People whio 
have lost everything think a Russian 
victory would prevent them going 
back to the European standard of 
living. 

‘The vombed-out form an entirely 
new army of sympathisers, perhaps 
not pro-Nazi German. These millions 
and millions of people are not exactly 
an “army of hate,” but they have 
been compelled to take their position 
in the battle for Germany, and have 
reacted, not by abandoning work, 
but by working harder.’’—( Reuter.)

A month ago it looked as iif 
Operations in Italy were over fo:

Clark re-opened their attacks, anc 
by now the fighting has reached ¢ 
climax of ferocity. The Allied pro 
gress is anything but rapid. The 
German defenders clearly are 
resolved to make them pay for 
every inch that they may win of 
the roads,to Rome, and no village 
is abandoned until the last possi 
bility of its defence has been given 
up. For many days past General 
Montgomery’s men have been 
struggling to regain possession of 
Orsogna, the village which yuards 
the western wall of the 
‘“‘ Adriatic -corridor,’’ through 
which they must pass in order to 
take Pescara and t’ command the 
all-important highway that runs 
thence across the mountains to 
Rome itself. It is announced this 
morning that they are fighting in 
the suburbs of Orsogna, and that 
most of the road from Ortona, on 
the coast, to Orsogna, is in the 
invaders’ hands: Ortona continues 
to hold out, but it is well-nigh 
surrounded, and its fall appears 
to be only a matter of time. 
According to Algiers, the Germans 
are leaving nothing to chance, and 
have brought up new units, in- 
cluding paratroops, in an effort 
to stay the terrible thrust of the 
veteran Eighth Army. In the 
west, General Clark’s Fifth Army 
has intensified its attack upon the 
southern entrance to the valley of

Meanwhile, the political situa- 
tion, which caused so much ‘con- 
fusion and heartburning during 
the late autumn, remains all 
but unchanged. King Victor 
Emmanuel still occupies his 
throne—though not in Rome—and 
Marshal Badoglio still is recog- 
nised by the Allies as head of 
the Italian Government. Count 
Sforza, Signor Benedetto Croce 
and the other anti-Fascists who 
have been brought ‘home. from 
exile appear for the time being 
to have’ relinquished _ their 
attempts to furnish an alterna- 
tive. Government. It looks, 
indeed, as if the Allies do not 
propose to consider any such 
alternative in the near future. 
Their Advisory Council for Italy 
has recommended that all the 
territory of metropolitan Italy— 
including Sicily—which is occu- 
pied firmly, shall be transferred 
promptly to Marshal Badoglio’s 
administration. The transfer, of 
course, will not be unconditional.

Srr,;—I was glad to read somethin 


on the above subject to-day, sign 
“ Architect,’’: which, it is evident, 
comes from ‘‘the voice of experi- 
ence” this time.

was responsible for just one housing 
schéme he would realise that the 
re-fabricated housé, which he may 
ave seen ‘‘erected’’ on the nice 
level. floor at Olympia, or some other 
exhibition, is not the easy solution 
to the problem of speed in the 
erection of houses on plain mother 
earth. Mr. Moffett will find that 
“site work ' will present him with 
an unsurmountable obstacle to that 
speed which he—like us all—so 
ardently desires. 

A pre-fabricates motor car is com- 
plete and ready for use when pur- 
chased, but no matter how complete 
a pre-fabricated house could be, it 
would still require foundations, 
roads, sewers, water and lighting 
services before it could be used. A 
study of the time factors for these 
items, on even the most ideal 
housing sites, will indicate how far 
distant from the hours necessary on 
an exhibition floor is the time re- 
uired for the erection of a pre- 
fabricated house on a virgin site. 
Everyone who has studied the 
mais 1s convinted that, a great, deal 
could be done, by standardisation of

DEPUTIES’ 
ALLOWANCES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—It has been said that God 
helps those who help themselves. 
Truly, deputies are twice blessed. 
Consider the arguments of the 
privileged clasa :— 
(1) ‘The concession costs the State 
only about £35,000 yearly. If an 
injustice does not cost much then it 
is not an injustice. This is a new 
view of moral philosophy. 

(2) The abolition of the concessiou 
would mean an extension of the 
activities of the tax inspector. A 
State saving of £33,000 would mean 
more taxation. Presumably, if the 
State spent £35,000,000 on ‘deputies 
we should pay no taxation. The new 
political economy ! 

(3) It costs a lot 
deputy. 
wisdom apparently expects to make 
an investment, draw fat dividends, 


original capital investment. This is 
the despairing dream of all investors. 
(4) Expenses eat up all receipts. 
The income tax Acts allow as a 
deduction from gross receipts all 
expenses necessarily incurred, but 
the inspector of taxes brutally ‘re- 
uires evidence of expenses incurred. 
The deputy wants to be above all 
such mundane things as evidence in 
the shape of receipted bills. 
(5) Many deputies spend all the 
allowance on expenses, and, at the 
same time, have no income but the 
allowance. At last it has been 
proved that a person can live well 
on an income of nothing a year. 
(6) An allowance is not a salary 
The next time I am ordered to make 
a return of my salary for income tax 
purposes Í propose to inform the in- 
spector that I draw an allowance and 
do not, earn a salary, and, doubtless, 
he will not assess me.—Yours, etc.,

A ‘wood’s plays have a great 

deal in common. His usual 
procedure is to bring together an 
incongruous collection of characters 
whose beliefs and ideas are at hope- 
less variance; then he keeps them 
confined to a restricted area and 
forces them to express themselves at 
length. This policy produces rather 
prosy plays, but, when adapted for 
the screen, the results are grand 
entertainment. The two most obvious 
examples are: ‘‘ Idiot’s Delight,’ in 
which Clarence Brown directed 
Gable and Shearer, and The Petrified 
Forest (Metropole), starring Leslie 
Howard and Bejte Davis. ‘‘ ‘Lhe Petri 
fied Forest’’ Brings an amazing col- 
lection of shoddy people together in 
a desolate Arizona gas station. Allan 
Squire (Leslie Howard) is there 
because he is “disillusioned ” by 
Europe, Mr. and -Mrs. Chisholm are 
there because their car was stolen 
by bandits, and Gabrielle Maple 
(Bette Davis) is there because her 
father owns the.gas station... Having 
gathered his characters together, 
Mr. Sherwood makes them “ stay 
put’ by introducing Duke Mantee 

(Humphrey Bogart), a Chicago 
gangster, who is using the place as 
a rendezvous for meeting some of 
his professional colleagues. Bogart’s 
is quite the best performance in the 
picture, and the conflict of ideals 
between him and Squire is witty 
and well sustained. uire dies a 
hero’s death in Gabrielle's arms, and 
she proceeds to add insult to injury 
bY reciting a few lines from one of 

rancois Villon’s poems over his 
corpse. I[ do not believe that her 
conduct is in character, but that is 

Mr. ‘Sherwood’s problem. This is a 
noble film, well acted, competently 
directed by Archie Mayo, and attrac- 
tively photographed. It is very hard 
to believe that it was made eight 
years ago. 

Each Dawn | Die (Sayoy) is a 
grim job of work with practically 
no comic relief. It is in the nature 
of an exposé of the conditions in a 
charming American penitentiary 
known as Rocky Point.

An 
inspired performance by Cagney 
saves this hackneyed subject from 
complete mediocrity; his appeal 
to the Parole Board is a truly 
fine piece of acting.

Despite radio broadcasts, news- 
paper advertisements and widespread 
circularisation of the Department of 
Lands’ policy in regard to afforesta- 
tion, the number of illegal tree- 
fellings continues to advance by leaps 
and bounds. Numberin 207 im 
1939-40, detected were. of the 
governing Act (the Forestry Act, 
1928) shot up to 395 in 1942--43—and 
are still rising—and the unfortunate 
part of it all is that an appreciable 
proportion of the timber being ruth- 
lessly felled for fuel is of high-grade 
commercial type, so essential now 
that importation of foreign timber 
has been suspended. In one instance 
as many as 325 trees were felled 
before the case came to the notice of 
the Civic Guards; in another case 
187 had fallen. 

Under the Act a maximum fine of 


£5 per tree may be imposed at the 


discretion of the District Justice, but 
this has seldom been done. Many of 
the offenders had merely to make an 
application to the Forestry Division 
for the necessary licence to cut, and 
it would have been issued, provided 
they undertook to re-plant a certain 
area for each tree cut. 

Not confined to any particular 
locality, the fellings are not on an 
organised, wholesale scale, but are 
widespread over the country, This 
has happened at a time when a 
scarcity of seed and a shortage 
of netting wire to keep rabbits

street’ Club. In the tailoring sec- 
tion a new suit and coat-turning 
service is now available, while the 
new sock-making machine, which 
went into production in November, 
has already turned out 54 pairs. 
Another new departure is the manu- 
facture of briquettes from waste 
materials, such as charcoal dust, 
turf-mould, etc., and, so far, two 
tons have been produced. 

During the season, 580 tons of 
turf were cut by Club members, and 
excellent crops of potatoes, cabbage, 
kale, turnips, beetroot, lettuce, 
cauliflowers, broccoli, parsnips, 
tomatoes, leeks and onions produced 
from allotments. The onion crop 
alone yielded over 14 tons.
